POINDEXTER SPEAKS 


TO BIO AUDIENCE 


Takes a Rap at All of His 
Opponents--Hits Cone 
The Hardest 


A large crowd which filled the dis­ 
trict court room to overflowing gath­ 
ered last Satu rd ay at 2 o ’clock to 
hear Judge Wm. Poindexter. 
Owing 
to some delay the speaker did not 
reach Decatur until 4 o ’clock. 
In the 
long interval the crowd was entertain­ 
ed by addresses by T. J. McMurray, 
J. D. White, F J. Ford, J. G. Gose, 
H. H. liaised and C. V. Terrell, who 
ran the gammut of subjects from poli­ 
tics to patriotism. 
But the crowd did 
not tire, for it seemed determined to 
hear Judge Poindexter if it had to 
wait till night. 
At last the Judge was 
introduced by Capt. Ira Long. 
The speaker at once went into the 
discussion of his topics taking up first 
his proposed judicial reforms. 
Ile 
said the judicial system was the only 
one escaping some manner of reform 
in the state, and advocated the swear­ 
ing to all pleas in court as a means 
of hurrying action. 
It was of the 
highest importance that the rules of 
procedure in the courts of the state 
be so revised that cases might be tried 
with some degree of certainty. 
Next the speaker deprecated the'aw­ 
ful condition of our state prison sys­ 
tem, and demanded that radical re­ 
forms should be made in that d e p a rt­ 
ment, throwing out the politicians and 
putting clean business men in charge. 
“ Here’s a man bythenam e of David­ 
son running for governor on a post­ 
c a rd ,” and here the speaker held up 
one of the “ coon hunter” cartoons. 
He had never before seen an attorney 
general practicing law with a 
dog. 
He guessed that the dog was the ac­ 
tive agency in the attorney general’s 
department, while Davidson gets on 
the stump with the coon skins and 
runs for governor, and does not even 
give the dog a bone. 
He said: 
“ I 
find some who say they guess they 
will have to vote for Davidson be­ 
cause he is a submissionist. 
Why 
Davidson is a great an anti as Col­ 
quitt. 
Davidson belongs to the sa­ 
loon interest. 
They’ve got a ring in 
his nose just like they have in Col­ 
quitt's, and when they say 
'wig-wag; 
he wig-wags just like Oscar.” 


He was severe with J o h n so n . 
The 
speaker stated that he had been leo - j 
ient with Cone until the Dallas episode 
when Cone made a bid for the Anti­ 
saloon league indorsement. 
He had ; 
asked the people to vote for Cone 


I when they could not support him, but * 
| would never ask another to vote for 
Cone after the treatment he had re­ 
ceived at Cone’s hands. 


He said: 
“ The trouble with Cone 
is that knowing the truth he c a n ’t tell 
it. 
He castigated Johnson for mis­ 
representing him on the three-mile law 
and statutory prohibition. The speak­ 
er said that he does not favor statu­ 
tory prohibition because it is not le­ 
gal, but favors statutory prohibition 
based on the constitutional amend­ 
ment. 


Judge Poindexter defended the quart 
law and three-mile law, and advocated 
a prohibitory tax by the legislature. 
He never had, and never would ask 
anybody to vote for Davidson or Col­ 
quitt. 
He said: 
“ After Cone's flirt­ 
ing with the Anti-Saloon league at 
Dallas, I doubt if he is a prohibition­ 
ist.” 
He read a letter Johnson wrote 
to the Dallas News nineteen months 
ago in which Cone said: 
“ My views 
on prohibition have not undergone 
any great change; theoretically, I sup­ 
pose I ain an anti —but in practice a 
p ro .” Then the speaker said: 
“ I do n ’t know and c a n ’t find out 
when Cone got prohibition religion. 
He h a sn ’t named the time. 
He was 
anti nineteen months ago, but now he 
is any kind of a pro to get to be gov­ 


ernor. 
New converts get very relig­ 
ious, but I can t believe Cone is as in 
earnest as he claims to be. 
A fellow 
gets powerful good when he wants 
something.” 
He praised the Anti-Saloon league, 
saying he would support it as long as 
it kept out of politics, and wa$ pleased ' 
it had not given indorsement to any 
one man. 
He said Cone never got IOO 
miles from Dallas but he would go 
back to get rebranded a pro. 
In closing he reviewed his work in 
the prohibition cause and said he was 
a pro when Cone was calling the pros 
long-haired men 
and short-haired 
women, and would still be one when 
Cone had go.ie from the pro fields. 
After the close, Mr. Poindexter was 
given a very enthusiastic ovation by 
his many friends present. 
His speech 
was well received and was liberally 
applauded.
